Having brought before your 
mind the different sins which you 
have been guilty of, along with 
the circumstances changing or 
augmenting the sins, and the num- 
ber of times you may have fallen 
into the same offences, excite 
yourself to sorrow for them. If, 
however, you do not recollect 
much to confess since your last 
confession, call first to mind the 
more grievous sinus of your past 
life. Then reflect a few moments 
ou the motives of contrition: the 
majesty of God, whom you have 
slighted; his terrible justice and 
your folly; his goodness and 
your ingratitude. 


ACT OF CONTRITION. 


I am most 
heartily sorry for all my sins, 
and I detest them above ali 
things from the bottom of my 
heart, because they displease 
thee, my God, who art most 
deserving of all my love, 
for all the benefits thou
